Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representatives suggest that Feigner does not 
provide a conclusive demonstration that practicing plasmid based vaccination results in both humoral and cellular 
immune responses. Additionally, the applicant's representatives suggest that some artisans at the time of filing did not 
believe plasmid based vaccination results in both humoral and cellular immune responses. The examiner asked the 
applicant's representatives to provide evidence that skilled artisans doubted the enabling disclosure of Feigner, who 
clearly believed his method would work. 

The examiner and applicant's attorneys disagreed on the scope of "consisting essentially of." The applicant's 
representatives believe this excludes teachings by artisans such as Tite, which teaches bacteria having a plasmid 
encoding an H1N1 influenza virus antigen. The examiner noted that the specification does not contain any teaching 
which supports such an interpretation. MPEP 2105 indicates that "consisting essentially" limits the scope of a claim to 
the specificed materials or steps "and those that do not materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the 
claimed invention." It is clear that the bacteria of Tite et al. "do not materially affect the basic and novel 
characteristic(s)" of using a plasmid encoding a H1N1 antigen to induce cellular and humoral immune responses. 
Therefore, the examiner feels comfortable with the pending anticipatory rejection. The parties disagree. 

The examiner recommended that the applicant amend the claims to a narrower embodiment for which there is some 
support for a non-obvious characteristic of the method. For example, the Specification at page 30 seems to indicate 
that some particular gene gun method was optimized to produce immunizations which required less DNA than saline 
inoculations. Perhaps there is a combination of elements found in the Examples which could be found to produce non- 
obvious effects. 

The examiner thanks the applicant's representatives for their straightforward effort to further prosecution..
